‘The extraordinary rise in Chicago Title 
and Trust stock was'a tribute to the ability 
of Mr. Keith and represented buying by peo- 
ple’ who knew what was going on. The 
stock opened at 136, or an advance of 1% 
over the closing price on Saturday, and sold 
up quickly t 150%, a remarkable perform- 
ance in a urity ordinarily so quiet. It 
Was generally admitted in La Salle street 
that the search of the company for an ac- 
ceptable President had been successful, but 
would not give out any information. 
» The stock did not closé on the exchange at 
the high point, as selling orders were met at, 
pride, which caused a reaction to 
145, leaving a net rise of 10%.

| Affects Many Interests. 

Ow!fng to its triangular nature, affecting 
the First National and Metropolitan Na- 
tional Banks and the Chicago Title and Trust 
company, the deal is one of the most in- 
volved as well as important ones ever effect- 


ed in Chicago banking circles. 


‘The deal was.made materially easier by the 
fact that the Chicago Title and Trust com- 
pany wants a permanent President. Ira 
M. Cobe, the present head, promoted the 
consolidation of the abstract companies now 
embraced in the Chicago Title and Trust, 
with a capital of $5,000,000, but desired to 
be relieved of the office as soon as a satis- 
factory permanent head could be obtained. 

Lyman J. Gage was offered the position,’ 
but declined it to become President of the 
United States Trust company of New York. 
Mr. Keith was interested when the combina- 


| tion was formed, is a director, and was a 


member of the first committee chosen to 
select ‘a President. He is a stockholder in 
the company. 

Thus the situation worked itself out. Mr. 
Keith, it is believed, was glad to be relieved 
of |the routine duties connected with the 
Presidency of a large bank, which he had 
continued because of his large financial in- 
terest in the bank. The Title and Trust 
company does a large trust business as well 
as its abstract business, and the directors 
wanted Mr. Keith for the position. His 
interest in the Metropolitan National will 
be turned into an investment in First Na- 
tional stock, and he probably will be made a 
director of the First National. 


Many Rumors About Metropolitan. 

The present announcement regarding the 
Metropolitan is obtained from authoritative 
reports, and people concerned in the deal 
admit that the negotiations are under way: 
with all prospects for a satisfactory conclu- 
gion. Just recently the Metropolitan has 
again been the subject of rumors as to its 
future, and it has been regarded as logical 
that the bank would be taken in, if not at 
once, in the near future, by another larger 
bank. Last year propositions were made to 
the Metropolitan management on behalf of 
other institutions for a merger, but they 
were rejected. 

President James H. Eckels of the Commer- 
cial National at that time made offers for 
the bank, and also P. A. Valentine, acting 
for the Continental National. In refusing 
these bids the directors of the Metropolitan 
finally placed themselves on record as op- 
posed to a deal of that kind. 

Qne of the propositions was $300 a sbare 
for the Metropolitan’s $2,000,000 capital, 
which was then well over the market price, 
Since that time the bank has advanced its 
annual dividend rate from 8 to 10 per cent 
and the stock has made up the difference 
and more. It is now reported firm at 335. 


It is believed the stock will be taken into 


the First National at not less than 350 and 
possibly 375 or 400. First National — 
is also higher at 425 bid. 


Advancement of First N ational. 
The acquisition of the Metropolitan Na- 
‘tional marks another long step in the ad- 
vancement of the First National under Pres- 
ident J. B. Forgan’s management. He is 
‘ust 50 years old, having celebrated his birth- 
day this month, and since he was made 
President two and a half years ago the bank 
has made enormous strides in deposits. 

He ig widely k1iown as one of the most able 
bankers in the country, and besides that has 
developed. a reputation for financial acumen 
that is placing him at the front rank of 
financjers not only in the West but in the 
country. The bank’s influence has grown 
steadily under his management until it has 
the largeét line of deposits of other banks 
of any inetitution in the country.

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FATHER KILLS FAMILY 


POVERTY STRICKEN MAN POISONS 
WIFE AND SIX CHILDREN. 


Then Jones Butler, a Colored Mattress 
Repairer, Takes His Own Life— 
Bodies Discovered Last Night, but 
Crime Probably Committed Some 
Time Last Week—Home a Scene of 
Squalor, Wretchedness, and Abject 
Want. 


Living in abject poverty, with no apparent 
chance for improving his condition, and with 
his wife telling him daily that unless he gave 
her and his six children better support she 
would appeal to the ‘aw, Jones Butler, col- 
oretl, a mattress repairer, 
State street, killed his family and himself 
with poison mixed in food. 

The bodies were found late yesterday aft- 
ernoon huddled on the only bed in the house, 
all but that of Butler being in night clothes 
or without any clothing. It is sup they 
died before last Thursday.

‘In Extreme Want. . 

The family Hved on the lower floor of a 
dilapidated frame building, the front part 
being used as a storehouse and room for 
cleaning carpets. The rear consisted of a 
kitchen and a living room, in which were 
a bed an@a couch. A stove with no coal, 
a pantry with no food, save part of a loaf of 
bread, and partly filled cans of salmon and 
tomatoes, and a little whisky, showed the 
straits in which the family had got. O 
one of the tables was found a plate covered 
with a white powder that is supposed to 
arsenic, the poison used. 

No one in the neighborhood knew the But- 
ler family well. So far as is recalled, they 
were last seen a week ago last Saturday, 
when Mrs. Butler:.was noticed taking in the 
washing. Mrs. James Hill, who lives on the 
floor above them, spoke to her then in a 
friendly manner. On last Thursday Mrs. 
Blaine Samuels, wife of the third and only 
other tenant of the building, asked her hus- 
band if the Butlers had moved out—they 
were so quiet. On what day between these 
two the deaths occurred no one knows—the 
police believe no one ever will know. 


Neighbor Finds the Bodies. 

The family—all dead—were found at 5 
o'clock last night by a colored woman of the 
neighborhood who thought her baby carriage 
was hidden in the narrow passageway be- 
tween the Butler flat and the building to the 
south. She started on the long walk, and, 
when opposite one of the windows, tapped on 
it. She received no response. 

- Then she rubbed off the thick coating of 


dirt and soot that dimmed the window pane. 
and there on the bed she saw a sight that 


evén the police declare is the most desolate 
and pathetic they have ever witnessed. 

In the low and dingy room, on a wide iron 
bedstead, lay all of the family. Lying as if 
asleep, her face at the head of the bed, was 
Mrs. Butler, clad in a cotton night gown. 
Next to her lay her 2-months-old baby, and 
next the little girl, Mildred. The faces 
of the two were as close as if they had 
just touched in a caress. At the foot of the 
bed were the two youngest boys, James and 
Fred. Over all of them was the huge body 
of the father, dressed as if he had just come 
from work, his hat on the floor near by. 

Away off in the corner was the eldest 
boy, George, his head against a couch, and by 
the side of the bed lay the body of Kate, the 
little girl. 


Find Suspicious White Powder. 

In a corner of the kitchen was found the 
body ofa little black and tan dog. About its 
mouth was. crystallized foam and its body 
was bloated. Near it was some of the white 
powder that is supposed to be arsenic. 

When the police arrived they ransacked 
the place. In the pantry they found six 
plates and four cups, with an old coffee pot 
that gave evidence of recent use. Near these 
were the half loaf of bread and the cans of 
tomatoes and salmon. 

At first the police believed this was the 
solution of the deaths—ptomaine poisoning— 
but the position of the father and conversa- 
tion gathered later from the netghbore dis- 
sipated that theory. 

For a time sewer gas or coal gas firured in 
the theories, but the stove was found to 
have little coal in it, and the was 
found to be all right. - 


Unable to Support Fasily. 

Butler was more or less of a stranger to 
the people about him. He was a strong 
man and did not drink, but he seems to 
have been unable to give his family proper 
support. It was stated last night by James 
Clevenger last fall Mrs. Butler had the po- 
lice take away the children and put themina 
charitable institution, as the father was una- 
ble to give them sufficient food and clothing. 

At that time the family was living in Ar- 
mour avenue, but the exact address is not 
known. Late in the winter they moved into 
the store at 8413 State street. Work 
did not prosper with him in this new place, 
and the family is said to have suffered in- 
tensely during the winter. 


‘Baid They Were Better Dead. 

Two weeks ago Butler entered ome of the 
groceries and complained bitterly of condit- 
tions. He said he was unable to make both 
ends meet, and that it would be a good thing 
if he and his family were all dead. He re- 
marked at the time that he could not stand 
it to have his little ones taken away from 
him again. . 

While the police were tummasing about 
the bureaus, the couch, and the clothing of 
the place they came across policies in the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance company taken 
out in Butler’s name and for all his family. 
There were paid up nickel-a-week policies, 
and as far as could be seen are valid. Ina 
Bible, dirty and covered with grease, $2 in 


nickels and dimes was found. In a purse a 


few pennies were found and later a dime was 
picked up. This seems to have been a‘l the 
funds of the family. 


COMMITS SUICIDE BY BURNING. 


Mrs. A. Antoranum Pours Kerosene on 
Her Clothing and Sets Fire 
to It. 


Saturating her garments with kerosene, 
Mrs. Abraham Antoranum of Waukegan, 
Ill., set them on fire yesterday morning while 
her husband slept in an adjoining room, and 
in a few-minutes died in terribleagony. Her 


husband, awakened by her screams, started . 


to her aid, only to find that he had been 
locked in his bedroom. He broke down the 
door, and in his efforts to extinguish the 
flames enveloping his wife was so badly 
burned that he may die. The suicide was 
the culmination of a quarrel on the preced- 
ing day between Mr. and Mrs. Antoranum.

MANY ACTS OF BRAVERY. 


Seven Houses Burned Down at 
Night in South Chicago; _ 
Families Are Now 
Homeless. 


| FIERCE GALE FANS FLAMES. 
| The article is one that should be read 


Soaking a table cloth In water and wrap- 
ping it around her, 12-year-old Irene Lieb- 
man rushed into blinding smoke that 
swept through the corridors of the Vin- 
cennes Hotel yesterday afternoon and, warn- 
ing the guests that the structure was burn- 
ing, made her own way out of the building 
just as the flames broke through the roof. 

The alarm was not given any too soon. 
An hour later the fashionable family hotel 
at Vincennes avenue and Thirty-sixth street 
was in ruins, and its 200 occupants left for 
the time homeless, and $150,000 damage in- 
curred. 

The fire, which started shortly. before 4 
o'clock, was fanned by the sixty-miles-an- 
hour gale until the interior of the building 
looked like a blast furnace. Three times 
the heat repelled the attacks of the fire com- 
panies, and the wind turned the streams of 
water into spray. 

From basement to roof not a floor was left 
when the Fire department succeeded in get- 
ting control of the blaze, at 7 o'clock. 


Many Acts of Heroism. 

The rapidity with which the flames spread 
gave opportunity for heroism. Policemen 
Michael Hayes and Patrick Murphy of the 
Stanton Avenue Police Station and Ser- 
geant McBride rescued three invalids from 
the Vincennes annex, adjoining the burned 
structure, and which for a time seemed 
doomed. 

Two colored elevator boys, ntmiest Taylor 
and Harry King, made a dozen trips to the 
top story, carrying tenants to safety, and 
only left their cars when the flames reached 
the elevator shafts. 

Frank White, the bellboy at the annex, 
alarmed the occupants of that building and 
they rushed down the stairways, ee 
what valuables they could. 7 


Rescued by P

Fire Starts on Sixth Floor. 

The fire started in the kitchen of the hotel 
on the sixth floor. The chef, John Smith, 
was standing near the gas range when he 
saw flames leap from the ceiling above the 
flue. Alarming three dishwashers who were 
in the kitchen, Smith ran to the elevator and 
notified Frank White, the bell boy. 


in the elevator before descending to turn in 
the alarm. : 

In less than five minutes the flames. had 
eaten through the roof, and before the fire- 
men arrived the two upper floors were in 
flames. Those who occupied those floors lost 
everything, while tenants on the other four 
floors were able to save only what they could 
carry to the street. 


Explosions Seal Building’s Doom. 

When Chief Musham thought ‘he had 
gained control of the blaze a series of ex- 
plosions shook the building and spread the 
fire to the first, second, and third floors; 
which up to that time had not been damaged. 
Escaping gas is thought to have caused the 
explosions, which destroyed all hope of sav- 
ing even a portion of the structure. The 
firemen then directed their whole attention 
to the other buildings to prevent a genera] 
spread of the fire, which seemed imminent 
up to 7 o'clock. 

The old Vincennes and the annex were con- 
nected only at the sixth floor, and firemen 
were stationed in this passageway with a 
lead of hose, where they made a game fight. 

Across the street to the west is the Hayden 
apartment,building. This was saved only by 


| the direction of the wind. The buildings at 


3561 and 3563 Vincennes avenue, owned by 
Mrs. Lucy Dexter, were slightly damaged. 


Two Men Slightly Hurt. 
Policeman Hayes was slightly burned 
about the faceand head.

An enormous crowd filled Ellis Park and 
watched the progress of the blaze.

at $250,000. 
Musham Calls It a Firetrap. 

“The building was a firetrap,’’ said Chief 
Musham. “It is a avonder to me it did not 
burn long ago. Owing to the heavy wind 
the firemen were forced out of the building 
twice after succeeding in carrying leads to 
the top floors. It was a dangerous blaze. It 
is a wonder we were able to save the annex.” 


Misstep Causes a Blaze. 

Seven dwellings in South Chicago were de- 
stroyed by fire last night as a result of a 
misstep by John Flynn while he was carry- 
ing a kerosene lamp, two persons were in- 
jured, and other houses seven blocks away 
were damaged by flying sparks. The losses 
directly attributed to Flynn’s accident were:

As to this Mr. Knopf said: |

The matter will be settled as soon as I can 
have a talk with them.”

There has been 
hot competition for this business, and it has 
been responsible for much of the demoraliza- 
tion of the commission and brokerage rules, 
but many companies are canceling lines by 
wholesale on such buildings.

The Washington Loan and Trust company 
is named as executor. | | 

Dr. Talmage’s widow, his son, Frank De 
Witt Talmage of Chicago, and Dr. Louis 
Klepsch of Brooklyn are appointed literary 
trustees under a codicil dated March 15, 
1901. <A prior codicil, dated simultaneously 
with the will, provides that the share of the 
estate to which Miss Jennie Talmage, the 
only single daughter, is entitled shall be 
held in trust for her benefit. The will sets 
aside $1,000 to the Greenwood Cemetery 
company of Brooklyn for caring far his lots, 
and directs that inthe settlement of the 
estate each of the children of the testator 
** shall be charged with the amount of ad- 
vances made by me to them in my lifetime, as 
per a memorandum of said advances made by 
me.’’ 

The will gives to the son, Frank, all the 
books, manuscripts, and copyrights thereon 
now or hereafter secured, in trust, to super- 
intend, manage, and control their printing, 
publishing, and sale, and gives his son exclu- 
sive control of all contracts existing at the 
time of the testator’s death relating to all 
literary work, with full and unrestricted 
authority to fulfill and enforce them for the 
benefit of the estate.

The allotments of stock in the new ship- 
ping corporation were all taken up by Brit- 
ish members of the syndicate at noon today. 
What proportion was given to Europe the 
Morgans decline to announce, but evidently 
it was not nearly so large as desired by 
the British interests. J, Pierpont Morgan 
is now in Paris. 

Regarding the defection of the Cunard, 
Allan, Anchor, and French steamship lines, 
the Morgan views are as follows: ; 

‘‘It remains to be seen whether they will 
come in. We think it is rather a good thing, 
in some respects, not to get everybody in 
at the beginning, the idea being that the 
present combine is quite big enough to start 
with, and it is better to get it down toa 
practical, working basis before being too 
anxious to make a clean sweep.” 


Already Under Control. 
Anent the possible refusal of the British 
and continental shareholdérs to ratify the 
directors’ action, it is stated that no such

LONDON, April 22, 3 a. m.—Sir Charles 
Dilke, who is one of the most laborious and 
best informed members of the Commons, 
was asked whether he thinks that peace will 
be made before coronation. 

His reply is: ‘*‘I have not the slightest 
doubt on the subject. Peace will be made, if 
it has not been done virtually already. I 
have not had any doubt respecting the result 
since the conference with the Boer leaders 
began. Their. departure to confer with the 
burghers confirms my. opinion.’ Sir Charles 
Dilke added that he did not believe that the 
European Boer agents had been dealt with 
by the government, but they might have 
been consulted by the delegates attending 
the conference in Africa. 


Expresses General Opinion. 


Sir Charles Dilke without doubt reflects 
the opinion of the members of the House, 
which is more optimistic and better informed 
than opimion outside. It is conceded gener- 
ally by House members that the Boer lead- 
ers have reached a tentative agreement 
with Kitchener and Milner and that they 
have returned to their commandos as con- 
verted and reconciled advocates of peace. 
|The delay caused by these consultations and 
the formal negotiations which will follow the 
return of the delegates will postpone the 
final armistice and declaration of peace until 
the beginning of June. This is the opinion 
of the most cautious observers. 


Morgan Tells Little of Merger. 


Much more jis known in America than in 
London respecting the’ transatlantic ship 
amalgamation, Mr. Morgan keeps ‘his own 
counsel here, and there is no information 
for the public from old Broad street. Noth- 
ing is known at the steamship offices, but it 
is assumed that the Cunard line will eventu- 
ally be included in the combination, and that 
the first object will be the placing of the 
winter service on a remunerative basis by 
the reduction of the number of ships and an 
increase of rates for passenger and freight 
traffic. The suggestion that the interests in 
Liverpool will be sacrificed in favor of 
Southampton is ridiculed in the steamship 
trade, and all other details of retrenchments 
or changes which will be effected are regard- 
ed as untrustworthy. 

While the jubilant cry of the American 
press that Columbia rules the waves causes 
irritation here it is conceded that Mr. Mor- 
gan’s operations must be.on a comprehensive 
scope and will involve a highly centralized 
control of the steamship business, 


Opinion of Shipping Gazette. 


The Shipping Gazette, which speaks au- 
thoritatively on all shipping matters, under- 
stands that the capital of the new company 
will not exceed £34,000,000 ($170,000,000), 
which amount will include debentures. On 
the other hand, there are outstanding bonds 
of some of the existing ¢ompanies which wiil 
of course have to be added to the total. The 
North German Lloyd and the Hamburg- 
American lines do not come into the financial 
combine, but they are in complete accord 
with the English and American companies 
concerned and will work cordially with them. 
The statement that the American line is to 
be extended by the absorption of the White 
Star line is dismissed as incorrect. 


| Rivalry for Tube Franchises. 


‘Mr. Yerkes he is engaged in solving London 
rapid transit problems. There are twenty- 
six tube railway bills now before Parlia- 
ment and the most important of them are 
backed by the Yerkes syndicate on one hand 
and the Morgan group on the other. 
Morgan lines will be 100 miles Iong and will 
connect London from north to west and 
southwest. The Yerkes interest is strenu- 
ously fighting the Morgan scheme, but under 
the stimulus of the two rival American 
groups the solution of the traffic problem in 
London may yet become an accomplished 


fact. | 
Art Show at Guildhall. 


The Guildhall art show was opened in 
state yesterday by the Lord Mayor. Thear- 
rangement of the French and English ex- 
amples of eighteenth century art by Mr. 
Teme, the director of the gallery, isgreatly 
admired. 

Mr. Morgan had declined repeated requests 
to allow the Fragonard series of decorative 
panels to be exhibited, but when Mr. Temple 
approached him the reply was, “I cannot 
refuse the City of London anything.”’ These 
panels look much better in Guildhall than 
when seen in the Agnew galleries. 


Levee Well Attended. 

The levee at St. James’ Palace was fairly 
well attended by the diplomatic corps and 
officials. Among those presented were offi- 
cers of the new corps of King’s Colonials, 
including Captain John Howard, Colonel 
Willoughby Wallace, and Lieutenant Green- 
wood, the Canadians. 

After the levee the Lord Chancellor's only 
daughter was married to Edward Walter 
Giffard at All Saints’ Church by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. The reception was 
attended by nearly all the prominent men in 
English public life.

Volunteer Tells of Water Cure. 


Washington, D. C., April 21.—Before the 
Senate Committee on the Philippines to- 
day Grover Flint of Cambridge, Mass., First 


Lieutenant in the Thirty-fifth Volunteer In-. 


ly in May, 1900, he 
had been a witness to the water cure, as ad- 
ministered to the natives by the Maccabebe 
scouts, and that this was done to get in- 
formation as to the whereabouts of their 


guns. The following day some men of his } 


regiment applied the cure, but their act was 
without the authority of commanding offi- 
cers. 

Flint had never seen any one die as a result 
of the cure, but had seen a hospital corps 
man working on a native who had been 
rendered unconscious. It also had been re- 
ported that one Filipino died. 

The witness described the method of ad- 
ministering the cure and said that in some 
cases where it was given to old men he had 
seen their teeth fall out. 

Mr. Flint said he did not recommend to 
his Major that the practice cease, nor did he. 
give any orders to his men to stop the 
torture. 


Secures Information Needed. 


The witness declared the effect of the 
cure was immediate, the victim invariably 
turning in his gun or bolo and giving infor- 


mation as to the whereabouts of others. 


The treatment, he said, never got to the 
point of great brutality. 3 
Replying to’ a question by Senator Lodge, 


‘the witness said that he had been refused a 


commission in’ the regular army because his 
Colonel had reported him as using intox- 
icating liquors to excess. 

After considerable questioning the witness 
finaNy admitted that he approved of the 
water cure, and, responding to a query by 
Senator Beveridge, said that it was not an 
American invention, but was as old as the 
‘chronicles of Newgate.” . 

The witness described the burning of small 
villages, the idea being, he said, to drive 
the people to the woods or to the towns and

“I saw it in Cuba,”’ answered the witness,

GUATEMALA CITIES IN RUINS.

ALTGELD, LINCOLN, AND ONE OTHER.. 

Manifestly Mr. Clarence Darrow took off 
the bridle from his high horse and drove 
the spurs into him deep when he compared 
Mr. Altgeld to Abraham Lincoln and Jesus 
Christ. It is not proper to speak ill of the 
déad, but it is just as well to keep eulogy 
within the bounds of moderation and rea- 

Everybody recognized the limitations of 
Mr. Altgeld im his lifetime. He should 
have credit for being a sincere, although a 
narrow-minded, man. Owing to his own 
upbhingings, and what he conceived to be 
the oppression which he had suffered in 
his youth, he sympathized keenly with the 
lot of the “plain people.” He hated 
‘wealth when he did not have it, but he 
showed no indisposition to acquire it when 
he thought it lay in his way. In his later 
days he was one of those who, as Andrew 
Carnegie says, would have wished to 
“ shoot the millionaires.” He had come to 
look upon them as personal enemies, whom 


failed. The Christlike spirit of forgive- 
ness was a stranger to Mr. Altgeld. He 
seemed at times to be deeply embittered. 
He might not havé said, had he been one 
of a*shouting multitude on a memorable 
occasion, “ Crucify him,” and “Give us 
Barabbas,” but he would have felt that 
Barabbas, being a robber, was an enemy 
of wealth and deserved tender considera- 
tion, 

. The pardon of the Anarchists was for 
Governor Altgeld the performance of “a 
plain duty.” It was manifestly in pursu- 
ance of a compact entered into before the. 
election. No man needs to be glorified on 
account of agreeing, as part of the price of 
his election, to pardon the Anarchists and 
carrying out his agreement after election.

Duke of Connaught, have so vigorously 
championed for years past. For Sir John 
would in that case have known that he left 
his widow with an assured and unquestioned 
position. 

Sir John, I must explain, after the death 
of his first wife married her sister. He 
went to Switzerland for the purpose of con-. 
tracting this marriage. But it wae invalid, 
according to English law, and the- conse- 
quence was that Lady Donnelly was not only 


barred from going to court, but was like- | 


wise looked upon askance by a number of 


prudish people, who declined to call upon Mer | 


or even to meet her, insisting that she was 
not married. | 

Lady Donnelly is a charming woman. 
When -her younger sister was stricken with 
the illness which \subsequently carried her 
off, she came to nurse the dying woman, and 
to look after the three little children. She | 
remained after her sister's demisé, acting as 
a mother to the little ones, and jas she was 
attractive woman this naturally gave rise 
to ill-natured talk. 

It was to put an end to this talk, to give 
a mother to his little ones, and likewise 
because he was fond of her, that Sir John 
married her. He was a man who enjoyed a 
considerable amount of influence, official and 
otherwise. Yet not even the most powerful 
of his friends, among whom may be nu 
bered the Duke of Devonshire, were strong 
enough to override this prejudice, and peo- 
ple who opened their doors to women guilty 
of the most notorious and flagrant indiscre- 
tions, even to women who had figured evilly 
in the divorce court, closed them rigorously 
against Lady Donnelly, merely because she 
had married her dead sister’s husband. 

Yet in Canada, and I believe in Australia, 
too, such marriages are perfectly valid, as 
they are also in most’ of the countries of 
continental Europe, England being one of 
the few nations that still declines to repeal 


I have often wondered why Sir John did 
not go to Canada rather than to Switzerland 
to marry his sister-in-law. The union would 
have had a greater appearance of legality, 
since it would not have come under the head 
of those acts which are regarded as invalid 
in England, owing to their having been per- 
formed abroad for the special purpose of 
evading the terms of the English law. 

Sir John Donmelly leaves no children by his 
second wife. This is fortunate, as any issue 
of this second union would be illegitimate in 
the eyes of the English law.

Viola Allen opened her engagement of two 
weeks at the Grand Opera-House ‘ast night 
by presenting ‘‘In the Palace of the King ”’ 
before a fair-sized audience. 

The play, which is a dramatization by 
Lorimer Stoddard of F. Marion Crawford’s 
novel of the same name, has undergone ma- 


in Chicago a year ago. Besides minor 
changes in different scenes, there are two 
important changes in the last two scenes 
which are undoubtedly improvements. Ac- 
cording to the original version of the play, 
Dolores, in the throneroom scene, spoke only 
a few lines, saying that she would save her 
lover, Don John of Austria. In the new 
version of the play she addresses a power- 
ful appeal to the knights assembled in the 

room, and by her forceful oratory 


|] @rouses them to a high pitch of enthusiasm 


and determination to save John of Austria. 
By that change the scene has become one 
of the strongest of the play. In the last 
scene, as it formerly was, the wounded Car- 
dinal was carried on the stage, but that 
rather painful scene was eliminated and the 
information that the Cardinal was not killed 
but only wounded by the King is conveyed 
to the audience by the father of Dolores. 

Miss Allen did not show in her acting any 
trace of that indifferenee which so frequent- 
ly becomes apparent in the work of actors 
who have played a certain part during one or 
more seasons, She seems as fresh and im- 
pulsive as if the play were new. She pos- 
sesses a highly nervous temperament, which 
saves her from the danger of ever falling into 
the fatal rut of mechanical repetition. It is 
remarkable how quickly her facial expres- 
sion, her attitude, her gestures, and even the 
tone of her flexible and expressive voice re- 
spond to every mood and sentiment sug- 
gested by the import of the situation. Miss 
Allen’s interpretation of the part of Dolores 
has grown maturer and more finished in de- 
tails than ever and now scarcely shows a 
law. 

Miss Allen is supported by a stein com- 
pany. W. E. Bonney was excellent as King 
Philip, and gave a thoroughly artistic and 
intelligent interpretation of that unsympa- 
thetic character. Mr. Pascoe played the 
part of the valiant and dashing Don John of 
Austria well enough, but weakened the ef- 
fect of his good playing by his conventional 
makeup, which reminded one of nothing 
more than a foppish opera tenor. Arthur T, 
Hoyt did fair justice to the part of the court 
jester, known as Adonis, but would have 
been better had he shown less tendency to 
exaggeration in his acting. J. H. Benrimo 
made an excellent Captain de Mendoza, and 
proved himself a splendid actor in several 
trying scenes. 

Miss Adelaide’Prince was well cast for the 
part of the Princess Eboli, and Miss Wilcox 
was a charming and highly sympathetic 
Inez. It was not necessary for her to play: 
through the whole piece with closed eyes 
to indicate her blindness, but it cannot be 
denied that it materially enhanced the ef- 
fectiveness of her role. The rest of the num- 
erous roles were well taken care of. The 
play is well staged and mounted, but thecos- 
tumes of the inferior ladies and gentlemen 
in the ball scene looked a trifle shopworn 
gnd seedy. The principal characters, how- 
ever, were dressed with appropriate splen- 
dor.

TONNAGE PLAN DETAILS 


Packers Protest That They Are 
Making No Money and Re- | 
gret High Rates. 


SPOOR TALKS OF MARKETS, 


Meat prices continued on the high level] | 
yesterday, advanced even, while packers and 
dealers, both wholesale and retail, conflicted | 
in their statements of|the situation. Charges | 
were made by prominent wholesalers that | 
the big packing firms are working together | 
in that the amount of meat to be sold by | 
each is regulated by ironclad agreements 
drafted at secret meetings. These assertions 
pwere promptly denied by the packers. 

Dressed beef purchased at the yards cost. 


a half cent a pound over the prices of last 
week. The price of dressed sheep advanced | 
a full.cent a pound. Packers denied that 
more money had been demanded for beef; 
they quoted prices to the contrary, but the 
dealers. say that the packers quoted. the 
poorer ‘grades of cattle. The packers did 
admit the increase in the price of sheep and 
lambs. This increase did not affect the con- 
sumer except in a few cases. 

‘On but a few points did the dealers and 
the packers agree. They were united in 
the statement that there will be no relief 
from existing conditions until about June 
15. Then the grass fed cattle of the South- 
western ranges are scheduled to become a 
factor in the market. This relief, it is con- 
tended, will be of but short duration. 


How Prices Are Maintained. 


The statement that the big packing com- 
panies are hand-in-hand was made by one 
of the most prominent wholesalers of the 
city, a man who was intimately connected 
with the investigation made by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture under Grover Cleve- 
land’s administration, when charges of a. 
beef trust were made. . 

“There is no beef trust in the sense that 
schedules of beef prices are fixed by the 
big packing companies,’’ said he, ‘* but the 
companies are together in that they do have 
a ‘tonnage’ agreement. This agreement 


company shall sell at its South Water street 
yards and other stores. The sales from 
each store are definitely set down, and this 
agreement controls absolutely. 

“It was this ‘tonnage’ agreement,’’ he 
‘continued, ‘‘ that was responsible for the 
recent rate war at the yards. The New 
York firm of Schwarzschild and Sulsberger | 
opened its new plant at the Chicago Stock- 
Yards as an independent concern. For a 
time 8S: & S. sold dressed beef at a loss of 
from $1.50 to $2 on every hundred pounds. 

Now,”’ concluded the speaker, this firm 
has been takenin. Its allotment was ample. 
In that way the companies are together. 
The ‘tonnage’ system is rigidly adhered | 
to. This keeps a throttle on the supply, 
and, in a way, aids in fixing prices.”’ 


Packers Make Vehement Denials. 


Packers denied the foregoing vehemently. 
One of the heaviest owners in one of the 
largest companies said: | 

“There is no ‘tonnage’ agreement. It/ 
would be a physical impossibility. There 
are too many small slaughtering companies 
operating in Chicago. The big companies | 
might like to get together if they couid, but 
they can’t. 

don’t want high prices,”’ he contin- 
ued. ‘' High prices decrease business; low 
prices increase business. If we were not. 
making everything from glue to fine tooth 
combs and poker chips out of the waste we 
would be losing money hand over fist.”’ 

“But why do you mot send prices up if} 
there is a loss being encountered?" was | 
asked. 

e Simply because it would mean a tremen- 
dous loss of trade. We must supply our cus-_ 
tomers or lose them for all time. Wecannot 
cut down our office forces. If the decrease | 
in consumption continues, however, we may 
“have to lay off hundreds of men at the 
yards,” 

Dealers Compare the 

Wholesale dealers, the most prominent in 
the city, produce bills for - purchases of 
_dressed meats they had made at the yards 
during the morning.”’ 

**On Saturday,’ said a Clark street dealer, 
“we bought ‘straight’ cattle—that is, the. 
entire Carcass—at from 4% to 9% cents a 
pound. Today the price was 9% to 10 cents.. 
I'm speaking now of the best beef in the 
market.’’ 

Officials of the packing companies insisted 
there had been no increase. They called up 
the packing-houses and produced prices.

There were 22,000 head of cattle 
received, as against 27,000 for the same day 
of last year. In the six big market centers 
of the United States—Chicago, Kansas City, 
Omaha, St. Louis, Sioux City, and St. Jo- 
seph—33,700 cattle were received, as against 
41,200 on the same day a year ago. 

“The Chicago run of 22,000 was larger than , 
we had, had in days,’ said a member of Ar- | 
mour & Co, “It eased up the market. But 
each animal received averaged about fifty 
pounds lighter than last year. Counting the 
difference in the number of animals there 
would be a market loss of 8,100,000 pounds, 
Figured this way on the six market poihts 
the loss in weight was more than 15,000,000 
pounds.

than $10,000,000. The bill now goes to con- 
ference, and, after the differences have been 
adjusted and agreed to by both Houses, the 
river and harbor bill will go to the President’ 
for his action, which it is believed will, be 
favorable.

The report of Colonel Crowder deals ex- 
clusively with facts, and does not attempt to 
settle the question of a violation of interna- 
tional obligations.

**It is to be regretted that the people hav 
allowed their sympathies with the Boers to 
influence them to such an extent as to lose 
sight of the only question at issue. The men 
out in Chicago who have been endeavoring 
to prove that mules are contraband of. war 
have been wasting their powder, because it 
makes no difference at all whether mulesare 
contraband or not. | 
_“ This is a commercial, question and not a 
political nor a sentimental one. Since the 
foundation of this government we have sold 
contraband of war to any one who would buy 
and assume the risks of delivery. If ce 
and Germany should engage in war tomor- 
row we could, and probably would, sell both 
of them, not only mules, but arms and am- 
munition. We can sell ships as well as any- 
thing else. 

Sold Subject to All Risks. 
“The fact that a thing is contraband of 
war does not influence our international 
obligations. When a thing is designated as 
contraband of war it means merely that if 
it is shipped to one of two belligerents it 
may be seized by the other belligerent while 
in transit. There is no bar to its sale in the 
open market, and British officers, whether 
fn or out of uniform, can buy mules, or 
horses, or rifles, or powder in New Orleans, 
or Chicago, or New York, or any other city. 
They can buy it whether they are at war 
with the Boers or the Germans, and the 
only obstacle to the transaction is the de- 
livering of the goods. 

‘*The Boers have never been recognized 

by the United States as belligerents. If 
they had any ships, however, they would 
have been recognized and would have a per- 
fect right to.capture on the high seas mules 
for the use of the British army, even al- 
though carried under the American flag. 
obligations for the British government to 
have its officers in this country buy mules 
or other supplies. 

“ This country is bound to prevent the dis- 
patch of filibustering expeditions. That is 
to say, it will not permit the British gov- 
ernment to enlist men in the United States 
for service in south Africa. This country

permits us and, in fact, requires us to sell 
arms and ammunition.

Recruiting Is Not Possible.

Most of this sum is 
raised by general taxation upon the lands 
and other property of the citizens of the 
State. The value of the real and personal 
property of the citizens of the State, as well 
as their business success and general pros- 
perity, depends largely upon maintaining 
free, open, and unrestricted competition be- 
tween the railway lines of the Great North- 
ern and the Northern Pacific railway compa- | 
‘nies within the State. |

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WOMAN JUMPS TO DEATE 


CAPES ATTENDANTS. 


Mrs. Mary Tagge, Wife of a Chicago 
Musician, Loosens the Screws in 
the Screens of a Window and Then 
Plunges to the Concrete—Six Chil- 
dren Are Left—Coroner’s Jury Finds 
No Blame, Though It Is the Second 
Case Within 4 Few Days. 


_ For the second time within a week a female 
patient has succeeded in escaping the vigi- 
lance of the attendants at the Northern IIli- 
nois Hospital for the Insanein Elgin, loosen- 
+ ing the screws in a screen of a window, and 

plunging to the concrete walk below to 
death. 

The latest accident of this nature took 
+ place on Saturday evening shortly after $8 
o'clock and the victim was Mrs. Mary Tagge 
of 292 Osgood street, this city, the wife of 
Hans Tagge, a musician. She was confined 
in Ward A3 of the north wing, and, accord- 
ing to Elgin advices, like most of those who 
meet violent death at their own hands, there 
was no preliminary symptoms of the tenden- 
cy to suicide. 
In fact, it is believed in Elgin that the fall 
was the result of an endeavor on the part of 
the demented woman to return to her family 
and friends and that she was merely at- 
tempting to escapé. The night watch had 
passed through the ward on her first round 
after the patients were put to bed and had 
} scarcely left the ward when the screams of 
Mrs. Tagge alarmed her and the other em- 
ployés who were in that part of the building. 
They found the woman lying beneath the 
} Window of her room maimed and bleeding. 
She was carried to the infirmary, where phy- 
sicians attended her and it was found that 
she was fatally injured. Both legs were 
broken and her head was crushed. 
The attempt was similar to that ofa young 
woman who was killed in the hospital a few 
days ago. Thescrews were missing from the 
screens in the window and no weapon could 
be found or other instrument by means of 
which the work could be done. Mrs. Tagge 
was the mother of six children.

ment of child labor. A minimum scale, how- 
ever, will. give the employers more experi- 
enced and reliable clerks, ample compensa-

* Proprietors of stores who have been in- 
terviewed on the new proposition have ex- 
pressed opposition to it. Some, however, 
said they would prefer a minimum wage 
scale that would permit them to keep open 
their stores in the evening to shorter hours, 
obtained by closing the stores at 6 or 6:30 
o’clock.

Street Railway Strike Started 
Saturday Night Thoroughly :

LONG TIEUP IIKELY. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 21.—[Special.]— 
Not a oar was run on the Market street sys- 
tem today for passenger service. The strik- 
ers took the regular mail cars over the usual 
runs without the slightest difficulty. 

Mayor Schmitz has refused police protec- 
tion, asked by the company, and will not 
permit the company to arm its own men, tak- 
ing the ground thet one side in the contro- 
versy has no more right to carry weapons 
than the other. 

The union labor Mayor has made this point 
plain, and declares also that the city au- 
thorities are able to maintain order without 
enlisting any men paid by the street car 
corporation.. 

Tie-Up a Complete One. 

The tie-up caused by the strike of 8,000 
men was as complete as yesterday, and this 
evening there is no immediate prospect of an 
end of the trouble. The officials of the Mar- 
ket street system are stubborn and refuse 
to give out any statement or tp make any 


sign of their intentions. 


The strikers stand-firm and say that the 
public will not long endure the inconvenience 
of lack of street car service. The Mayor's 
refusal to permit the Chief of Police to detail 
men on cars or to allow the railway com- 
pany to hire private armed detectives pre- 
vented the railway company from  at- 
tempting to operate cars with the 300 or 


400 new men they have recently drilled in” 


for this emergency. These men refuse to 
take cars out unless they are protected, and 
the Mayor will not grant the company the 
right to arm any one to protect them. So 
the; deadlock promises to last for several 
days. 

Most of Town Without Transit. 


Only two lines were operated today—the 
California and Hyde and the Union street. 
These lines reach the north end of town and 
the western addition, but all the district 
south of California street and below Market 
is absolutely without transit facilities of any 
kind. Hacks and baggage wagons are doing 
rushing business,.and there is a great in- 
crease of bicycle travel. 

The Market street company made a demand 
on Mayor Schmitz today for permits to swear 
in special armed deputies to guard its cars, 
as the non-union men refused to take cars 
out without protection. 


' Mayor States His Position. 


The Mayor responded as follows in a letter 
to the Police Commissioners: 
.“ As Mayor of this city I am taking part 
with neither side of the controversy, but 
what will not be permitted to the striking 
employés will certainly not be allowed to the 
employer. All violence must be discouraged 


‘and suppressed and all action on either side 
to riot and bloodshed must 


be 
| stopped. 

‘It is well known that the employment 
of armed men to represent either side of the 
present difficulty would naturally result in 
producing conditions of violence and disor- 
der. I therefore request and direct that dur- 
ing the continuance of this strike no permit 
to carry deadly weapons be issued by your 
board and that no private detective agency 
be granted the right to employ and arm 
special private detectives for the purposes 
indicated. 

‘‘The regular municipal authorities and 
the regular police department are amply 
able to handle the situation and to do their 
full duty to the people in the premises. If 
armed men:be permitted to convey cars it 
will naturally follow that armed men wilil 
shortly thereafter be found also among the 
men on strike and the result is not difficult to 
prophesy. Conditions are now peaceful and 
orderly and they must remain so.’

| EAST-BOUND GRAIN SHIPMENTS 


SMALLEST FOR MONTHS. 


Most of the Cereals Now Going by Lake 
“to Buffalo Because of Lower Rates— 
A Northwestern Official Denies the 
Reported Plan to Buy the Chicago, 
Peoria and St. Louls—Agreement in 
Abolish Second-Class Wares Killed 


. at the Start. 


Fast-bound grain shipments from Chicago 
last week were the smallest in six months 
and flour shipments were little better. Most 
of the grain is now going by lake to Buf- 
falo and thence by rail to the seaboard, ow- 
ing to lower rates, the lake rate being only 
1% cents to Buffalo. 

The movement rs merchandise and mis- 
cellaneous freight continues heavy, and this 
is the only thing that saves the railroads 
from large decreases in earnings. There 
will be no corn to ship until next fall, when 
the new crop begins to go forward, and the 
wheat supply is also running low. The pros- 
pects of a large winter wheat crop are 
diminishing daily, and the drought through- 
out the West during the last two or three 
days and the hot winds during the last two 
days are causing serious apprehension of a 
failure of the crop. Unless heavy rains set 
in in the next few days there is also danger 
of a greatly reduced acreage of corn, spring 
wheat, oats, etc., as the ground is too dry. 

Shipments of flour, east-bound, last week 


last year. Grain shipments were 1,119,000 
bushels, a decrease of 231,000 bushels from 
the previous week and of %28,000 bushels 
from last year. Provision shipments were 
21,208 tons, a decrease of 3,584 tons from

tons over last year. . 

All Western iines report a good miscefla- 
neous traffic in merchandise, coal, lumber, 
and building materials, but, although large, 
it does not show any increase of importance 
over last year, and first-class merchandise 
traffic showed a light easing up last week in 
west-bound shipments. The grain business 
of the Western roads last week was lighter 
than. at any time within the last three 
years.

AWAIT DETAILS OF, DECISION. 


President Johnson Maintains Calm Ex- 


terior and Declines to Discuss Amer- 
ican League’s Action in Defense. 


The decision of the Supreme Court of Penn- 
sylvania reversing the lower court's ruling in 


the famout Lajoie case, and thereby undoing 


at a stroke of the pen all the American 
heague’s work fog two seasons, came like a 
thunder clap out of a clear sky at American 
league headquarters yesterday. President 
Ban Johnson presented an unruffiled exterior, 
however, and, although he declined to discuss 
the matter in detail until he had seen the 
full text of the decree, and had time to con- 
sult the American league’s attorneys, his 
views were optimistic. | 
“IT am interested to know,” he said, “‘ on 
what grounds the courts have revived the 
slavery of the baseball player, and until I 
am aware of the full context of the decree 
cannot discuss its effects intelligently. 
have not had time yet to commypnicate with 


{ any of our attorneys, but, as I understand it, 


the only final recourse the Philadelphia Na- 
tional league club has is a civil suit for dam- 
ages, as it is not possible for any court to 


compel Lajoie or any other player to play for 


any club against his will. 


“TI had intended going East today, to be | 
present at the opening of the season there, 


but, having spent two nights on the train to 
and from 8t. Louis. I postponed the trip until 
tomorrow. I expect to meet President Shibe 
of Philadelphia and consult with him re- 


garding the action to be taken. Iam nota 
lawyer, but I presume we have the right of

It is true 
that Emslie contributed quite materially to 
the home team’s victory by refusing to al- 
low one of the Cardinals’ runs, which rightly 
belonged to them.

Emslie Overlooks a Run. 

The decision on which hinged the game 
as played came in the seventh inning, when 
the visitors needed a run to tie.

For the third time in as many years%the 
Chicago Bowling league team is champjon 
of Illinois. The third success was scored 
last night in the final series of the Illinois 
Bowling association, when, after the most 
exciting night in the history of local bowling, 
Captain Brill and his men nosed out a vic- 
tory by the narrow margin of ten pins over 
the West Side club league. To retain their 
title the Chicago representatives. were com- 
pelled to average 9091-3, while the West 
Side men traveled at a 987 gait. When the 
tension incident to the finals of the tourna- 
mént-.is considered the performance of the 
two teams borders on the phenomenal, and 
speaks volumes for the nerve of the con- 
testants. 

The final chapter in the most successful 
team tournament ever held under the 
auspices of the I. B. A. will long be remem- 
bered. Every available seat was occupied 
by enthusiastic fans of both sexes. As.soon 
as it was seen the battle had resolved itself 
into a duel between the Chicago and West 
Chicago leagues the work of the Sheridan 
and Commercial league players became 
merely an incident. The two leaders were 


performing on alleys Nos. 3 and 4, and every. 


ball bowled was watched with intense in- 
teregt. The gallant fight of the West Side 
club men won them plenty of supporters, 
and during the last half of the concluding 
game the room was in a state of turmoil. . 

Captain Jimmy Chalmers of the West Side 
league was the center of attraction, and time 
and again as he cleared the alleys he was 
cheered to the echo. Following his totals 
of 237 and 225, he went even faster in the 
last game and finished with 253 and an aver- 
age of 2381-8. This is easily the best individ- 
ual performance of the tournament, and 
under the circumstances is one of the 
cleverest bits of bowling in the history of thé 
sport. 

Of the eight teams which rolled last night 
only two were able to pass the total made by 
the Metropolitans on Saturday night, and 
they finished in third place, twenty-five pins 
ahead of the Star league.

- Lacy Crawford was not played as heavily 
as some of the others, fos, considering the 
extra weight he was asked to pack, the price 
was almost prohibitive even for the follow- 
ers of favorites. Furthermore, F. G. Good 
was handed around for a “ good ’’ thing, and 
the bulk of the play went on him. He then 
made ** good”’ by winning handily. | 

Money Muss looked like a 1 to 20 shot, and 
the price Weller marked against the blond 
gelding, although considered “‘ stingy,’’ was 
good enough for those that can afford to bet 
from $10 upward. It did not, however, suit 
the “‘ pikers,’’ and they, just to have a bet 
down, punted on the other starters to run 
in the money behind Money Muss. Those 
that were fortunate enough to select Father 
Wentker to run second and Pretorius to 
finish third cashed, as that is how they fin- 
ished and just how Weller figured them. 
The * Kid "’ had the better of the other con- 
tests and finished way to the good for his 
employers on the day. 3

| mot rouse any enthusiasm, as the winner in 


each event practically came home by him- 
self. Himself fits the gap this time, as nary 
a mare or filly reached the wire first. 

The feature race of the day, at one mile 
and seventy yards, in which Barney Schrei- 
ber’s double winner at Lakeside, Schwalbe, 
was the odds-on favorite, went to Digby 
Bell, an 8 to 1 outsider. Red Apple and the 
favorite cut out the running and ran lapped 
for nearly three-fourths of the journey. 
Either the pace was too warm for Schwalbe 
or the stiff wind that swept along the back- 
stretch, carrying with it clouds of dust, was 
more than she could stand, for she 
* chucked” it rounding the far bend. 

At this point Digby Bell, who had been 
galloping along next to last, moved up, hit 
the lead of the stretch first, and easily beat 
out Charley Moore and Red Apple. 
Schwalbe finished fully twenty lengths back, 
completely pumped out. Baird was backed 
down from 30 to 1 to 10 tol, but would not 
run a lick.

BIG WINNING ON BENSONHURST. 


Owner Bennington Backs Colt from 10 
to 1 Down to 7 to 2 and Cleans 


Up $20,000. 


New York, April 21.—[Special.]—Racing 
at Aqueduct passed its sixth day today 
with the same clear and pleasaht weather 
that has characterized the meeting to date. 
The feature of the day was the race Tor the 
Canarsie Stakes, at four anda half furlongs, 
for 2-year-olds, which resulted in victory for 
N. Bennington’s highly tried and much 
tipped colt, Bensonhurst. . 

Bensonhurst started on ‘the first day of the 
meeting, and on the strength of his fast 
trials in his early preparation was made a 
hot favorite, but was beaten. Today as good 
as 10 to 1 was laid against Bensonhurst fora 
time. The owner of Bensonhurst backed the 
colt down to an average price.of 7 to 2, his 
winnings on the race afterward being esti- 
mated at $20,000. | 

Bensonhurst completely reversed his pre- 
vious running. With an amazing burst of 
speed he raced through his field in the first 
few strides and, drawing steadily away from 
his company, won easily by a lengthanda 
half, though he was tiring at the end. Alan 
finished second, four lengths before Red 
Knight, third. The time of the race, :5535, 
was the fastest of the season.

- Box Three Rounds in a New York Gym- 


nasium—First Meeting Since 
Carson City Fight. 


New York, April 21.—[Special.J—For the 
first time since their memorable battle at 
Carson City, nearly five years ago, Jim 
Corbett and Bob Fitzsimmons came to- 
gether again in fighting togs this afternoon. 
Their meeting was in the nature of an ex- 
hibition, and not for the heavyweight title. 
Nevertheless they squared off with five- 
ounce gloves and boxedin a way to demon- 
strate that neither had lost any of his 
knowledge of the fine points of the game. 

The tilt was for three rounds, limited to 
three minutes each, and took place at Wood's 

nasium, on West Twenty-eighth street. 

Corbett was not in the least prepared for 
the fray. He had been training at the gym- 
nasium for only five days. He invited sev- 
eral friends, including two members of the 
New York Athletic club, to watch him go 
through his exercises today. While he was 
punching the bag Fitzsimmons came in, 

As soon as Jim saw his old foe he left 
the bag and hurried to greet the Cornishman. 
Fitzsimmons grasped Corbett’s hand warm- 
ly, and then the pair engaged in earnest con- 
versation. 

Then Corbett suggested that Fitzsimmons 
and himself should don the mitts. The 
spectators were taken aback by the proposal, 
but Fitzsimmons was equal to the occasion, 
and answered: 

‘‘I don’t mind, Jim; I just feel like 
bit, you know. Just to keep my m 
limber.” 

In the first round Corbett was as fast as 
of yore. He danced around Bob, jabbing, 
sidestepping, and swinging, and Fits retal- 
jated in kind. The exchanges were pretty 
and those present enjoyed the tit immeas- 
urably. Once Corbett’s left landed on Fitz- 
simmons’ lip and left its impression there.

The full plan of the United Boxboard-and 
Paper company will be known soon after 
May 1, the time set as a limit for the repre- 
sentative strawboard, newsboard, and spe- 
clalty board mills of the country to sanction 
the basis upon which they will go into the 
combination, The new company is con- 
sidered a certainty and its early incorpora- 
tion is looked for.

Mass Meeting HotlyDenonnces 
the Closing of the Kin- 
dergartens. 


NOTHING FOR TAXES. 


J, W. Errant Scores City’s Edu- 
cational System and the 
Parental School. 


SUPERINTENDENT IS TARGET 


~ 


Superintendent E. G. Cooley and the Board 
of Education were criticised unsparingly at 
a kindergarten mass-meeting in Rogers Park 
last night. The Rogers Park people have 
discovered that the School board is collecting 
$23,000 more in school taxes there than it is 
spending on the district. They have one kin- 
dergarten and they want more. When they 
learned that twenty of the present kinder- 
gartens are to be retained, but that theirs 
will not be among that twenty their indigna- 
tion was kindled. 

The Rogers Park Improvement association | 
was responsible for the mass-meeting, and 
Joseph W. Errant was invited to speak. Mr. 
Errant proceeded to score the Board of Edu- 
cation, the parental school, and the system, 
or lack of system of education in Chicago. 

He took for his text the ever-ready excuse 
of the board member and the answer Super- 
intendent Cooley has given to all inquiries, 
** We have done the best we could under the 
circumstances.”’ ‘To begin with, Mr. Errant 
eaid this statement was untrue. Then he 
proceeded to show why it was untrue. ! 


Errant Discusses School Board. 

* We have good citizens on the Board of 
Education,’ said Mr. Errant, “‘ and it seems 
hard to find fault with them. What is the 
trouble? They don't get near enough the 
business they have charge of. It is as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said, the timid good are ut- 
terly worthiess. They tell us they are doing 
their best, but ask them about some of these 
things. The eight district superintendents 
who have been retired have cost the board 
$60,000 in the last two years. Why were 
they put there? Because there were two 
certain ones that had to be elected to satisfy 
. demands and the other four were run in to 

make it less conspicuous. A year ago the 
board agreed to let them go, and, when 
Superintendent Cooley was ready with his 
names, backed out. : 

“Then, there is the parental ‘school. The 
superintendent was elected two years ago 
and sent traveling through the East to 
study plans for the institution. He came 
back and recommended a scheme that re- 
quired an outlay of nearly a million dollars. 
it has been started, and what is the outcome? 
It is costing $60,000 a year to educate sixty 
pupils there, or $1,000 a pupil. But the com- 
mittee explains that when there are nrore 
pupils the cost per capita will decrease. 
More truants wanted. 


Deciares the System Is Wrong. 

“ We have begun at the wrong end of our 
educational system. The board is putting 
manual training, physical culture, and such 
things into the parental school because that 
is what will interst thosé boys. But they are 
cutting them down in the common schools. 
What we should demand is that they keep 
our truants in the common schools and not: 
send them to an institution. The parental 
school is but another link in the chain which 
we have always had—the parental school, 
the John Worthy, Pontiac, and the Joliet 
penitentiary. 

“We are patching things at one end 
and letting the causes go. We need an edu- 
caticnal system. Here is this committee 
of citizens raising half a million dollars to 
build a delinquent school. I should like to be 
one of a cgmmittee of citizens to ask them 
to spend that money on manual training 
Schools to prevent boys from becoming tle- 
linquent.’’ 

President J. I. Ennis of the Improvement 
’ association opened the meeting with some 
caustic remarks about Superintendent 
Cooley and his unlimited power in the pub- 
lic school system. He said the Rogers Park 
people resented Mr. Cooley’s attitude tv-

SMALLPOX IS MORE SEVERE: | 
PUBLIC IS AGAIN CAUTIONED. 


Health Department Says Cleanliness 
and a Free Use of Disinfectants Are 
a Check on Progress of Disease. 


For the first time since the beginning of the 
year, says the weekly bulletin of the Health 
department, the deaths reported last week 
were fewer in number than for the corre- 
sponding week of 1901. The total, 529, was 
thirty-three less than for the preceding week 
and twenty-two less than for the week of 
the year before. . | 

“There is nothing, however,’ continues 
the bulletin, “‘ in obvious conditions to war- 
rant the hope that this reduction will con- 
tinue. On the contrary, the type of many 
diseases is assuming a more severe char- 
acter; smallpox, especia'ly, which has here- 
| tofore been mild—only one death in 1389 
cases since Jan. 1—is taking on the old-time 
typical form with pronounced initial symp- 
toms, profuse eruption, and high secondary 
fever. Five out of the eleven cases discov- 
ered during the week, inciuding one from 


| lowa and one from New Jersey, are of this 


severe type. Similarly as to diphtheria and 
scarlet fever, the latter being particularly 
malignant and stil: spreading. 

‘* Unusual effort should be made to secure 
the utmost attainable degree of cleanliness 
at least in the home and on individual prem- 
ises; disinfectants should be freely used; 
soap and water, sunshine, and such fresh 
air as there may be in a germ-laden atmos- 
phere should be availed of as fully as possi- 
ble. Fina'ly, it is again urged that the hose 
and sprinkling cart can do much to cleanse 
the atmosphere while awaiting the promised 
rains.”’ 

Instead of improving with warm weather 
the smallpox situation is growing worse. 
Six cases were reported for Saturday and 
Sunday, the largest number in weeks.
